Tne last sun of 1858 set in clouds. All knew the 
thunder was gathering : none knew where the light- 
ning would fall. A few words addressed to the 
Ambassador of Austria on the morrow pointed out 
to Europe where the bolt was intended to fall first. 
Notwithstanding the assertion that France was un- 
armed, it was well known that for three years the 
Emperor had been engaged inextraordinary military 
preparations. A vague fear prevailed that these pre- 
parations were directed against ourselves, and our 
arsenals and dockyards responded by incessant acti- 
vity. We know the ominous marriage so hastily 
-condteded, when the young daughter of Sardinia, 
like another Iphigenia, was sacrificed at the altar. 
We have all read of the Emperor's rifled artillery, 
intended toobviate the superiority of the Austrian 
cavalry ; of his rapid march through the passes of 
the Alps, and by the open sea of Valeggio, Magenta 
and Solferino. All were astounded by the sudden
